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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-10 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the specification, 
while being enabling for compounds of formula I, does not reasonably provide enablement for 
hydrates, solvate, salt, hydrate of a salt or solvate of a salt. The specification does not enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 

In re Wands, 858 F.2d 731, 737, 8 USPQ2d 1400, 1404 (Fed. Cir. 1988). 

Regarding solvates:- The claims are drawn to solvates/ hydrates, yet the numerous examples 
presented all failed to produce a solvate. These cannot be simply willed into existence. As was 
stated in Morton International Inc. v. Cardinal Chemical Co., 28 USPQ2d 1190 "The 
specification purports to teach, with over fifty examples, the preparation of the claimed 
compounds with the required connectivity. However ... there is no evidence that such 
compounds exist... the examples of the '881 patent do not produce the postulated compounds... 
there is ... no evidence that such compounds even exist." The same circumstance appears to be 
true here. There is no evidence that solvates of these compounds actually exist; if they did, they 
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would have formed. Hence, applicants must show that solvates can be made, or limit the claims 
accordingly. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over WO 
0234749 Simon Wolfgang- Alexander et. al. and WO 0172757 Senn-Bilfmger Jorg et. al in 
view of Karmarkar et al 1955, Zechmeister et al 1953 and Snyder et al , 1949. 

Applicants claims are drawn to a process of making Imidazopyridin-8-ones of formula 1 
from compounds of formula 2. 
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by reacting it with NBS (N-bromosuccinimide) 

Scope & Content of Prior Art MPEP 2141.01 

WO '749 and WO '757 both discloses a process of making compound 1 from 
compounds of formula 2. 

See page 58 lines 1-1 1 which uses DDQ in WO '749 document and see page 18 lines 1- 
10 of the WO' 757 document which uses manganese dioxide. 

The NPL reference Karmarkar et al, Snyder et al and Zeichmeister et al all teach using 
N-bromosuccinamide for dehydrogenation reaction. 

Difference between Prior Art and the claims MPEP 2141.02 
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The reactions in the WO documents do not use NBS( N-Bromosuccinamide ) for 
dehydrogenation reaction, however the teaching that NBS can be used as a dehydrogenating 
reagent is given. 

Prima Facie Obviousness , Rational and Motivation MPEP 2142-2413 

One skilled in the art would have been motivated to use another reagent such as NBS to 

dehydrogenation the compounds of the prior art., as NBS is a cheaper hydrogenating agent that 

manganese dioxide , or ddq. 

Conclusion 

Claims 1-10 are rejected.
